"REVENGE IS 8WEET." 


An Alderman charged with Illegal Vot- 


ing m Decatur. 


The grand jury, which adjourned for 


the term on Thursday, had a long tuaale 
with a case of alleged illegal voting 
which came up from the fifth ward. The 
party accused is the young man, Rob- 
ert Ferguson, a Canadian by birth, who 
was chosen alderman in the fifth ward al 
the oity election held on June 21st. He 
ie charged in the indictment with illegal 
voting prior to the oity election; but it is 
not likely that Aid. Ferguson would Lave 
ever been prosecuted had he seen fit to 
brush aside tho remonstrances of prop- 
erty owners in that precinct and voted in 
favor of granting liquor licenses to Mr. 
Nealon m the Gogerty building, and to 
Ole Johnson, near 'the fifth ward school 
house. He voted against each applica- 
tion, much to the disgust of Aid. Gogerty 
and various other parties in the ward. 
Mr. Gogerty tried to get a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote, and had a long list of 
names presented the council asking that 
the licenses be granted, but ho failed in 
hia purpose. The grand jury was the 
last resort, and the bitterness and vindio- 
tiveuees of those who dislike the course 
persued by the junior alderman from the 
fifth is visited upon tho heud of Mr. Fer- 
gufion. 


Aid. Ferguson came to this country 


when he was about 9 years old. He IB 
charged with having voted illegally at 
the township election on April 7tli. He 
alwuys believed himself a citizen, but at 
the solicitation of friends bo took out 
naturalization papers the day before the 
city election, presumably to save possible 
trouble. It ie known that Mr. Fergu- 
son's ollousc, if he has violated the eieo- 
tion law, was brought to the attention of 
the grand jury through a communica- 
tion sent in by Aid. Gogerty. His name 
appears ou the indictment as one of the 
principal witnesses.

Be at Hand.

been threo hoars high, it was as black 
an the aca of spades—not au ordinary 
night black, but something worse—so 
that it tioemeil liko a regular fog, and 
people got lost aud ran int.o fences and 
Iho Lko. 
lli(ist(Hj for ;ibout four hours, 


a«xl then, having scared the people hull 
to death, it begau to lot up, and iiually 
the sun Crtnie out. It was what they 
called a dark Jay, and, although there 
•wore plenty of theories proposed, J 
doubt if any exactly hit tho mark." 


FAMOUS UARKIJAI'S. 


The Louisiana dark day is by no 


means the first that has vis.ted tho 
country. 
In an old journal dated 


August 9. 17.'>'2, there is a note concern- 
ing" a dark day in New England: 
"At 


twelve o'clock, when people began to 
go to dinner, it suddenly grew dark. 
Chickens went to roost, aud few per- 
sons returned to their store*-, and uni- 
versal alarm was folt. The gloom 
lasted well into the afternoon, rlenriti" 
away before sundown, however, as if to 
show that that luminary wa«. still in ex- 
istence. " In very early limes dark 
days have been recorded, and the one 
in Kngland in the year 1G7H was justly 
famous. 
In 
1K07 and 1810 Kngland 


had a similar visitation. In earlv dayi 
these occurrences were supposed to 
precede disaster of somo kind, as war, 
plague, or something of that nature. 
In October, ITSy, the sunlight was shut 
off over a greater part of Canada so 
quickly that the inhabitants in many 
town^ were panic-stricken, and a num- 
ber of persons were injured by losing 
their way and falling over dills, etc. 
In this ouso tho darkness was followed 
by a hurricane that caused great, dam- 
ago throughout the country. During 
tho war of 1812 a remarkable dark day 
was experienced ra London, aud in tho 
succeeding yev the darkness came for 
several days in succession, so that 
lamps were uanfnl, and business was 
almost completely at 
a stand-still. 


This display was followed by a terrible 
snow-storm and a winter remarkable 
for its severity. 
Probably the most, re- 


markable dark era, especially so for tho 
widenoss of its range, was that which 
appeared over New England. 
Mai no 


and New Hampshire felt it tho most, 
but it was universal over all the, State*. 
In the Connecticut Legislature one oi 
the speakers was quoting from the Bible 
tho lino referring to seeiug "through a 
glass darkly," when, liko a shot, they 
were left in darkness, black, otninou= 
clouds seemingly settling down over 
the locality. The speaker, it is said, 
pointed 
to the great 
window and 


remarked: "It ia rarely that we have 
an example better than can bo found 
in tho Bible, and I move we adjourn 
and g-o out and seo it," and, as th« 
Hoo-so %vas in almost, total darkness, it 
adjourned. 
Candles were lighted at 


this time all over New Kngland, and 
the .superstitious were positive that the 
end had come. A peculiar feature ol 
these dark spells was that they wem 
all remarkable for a peculiar hue oi 
tint that pervaded them. Thus tho 
fog, if it can so bo called, that spread 
over Kow England had r« remark»blj 
brassy hue, that gave nil objects a 
spectral appearance, while some ob- 
servers stated that everything had a 
yellow tint, and claimed that there 
was an odor of sulphur. This same; 
hue was noticed by tho writer somo 
years sitice on tho Maino coast, and, 
was supposed to be duo to forest fires, 
that filled tho air with smoke. Tho 
wonderful dark fog that fell like a pall 
ovor Ens-land and other parts of 


Enropo in 1783 is described- ns baring- 
a decided blue tint. 
On other occa- 


sions the lint has been red, gray or 
purple. Ono of tho most remarkable 
"bluo ciayr;" on record was noticed a 
few ye.irs ago in Smith- America, and 
in some town's, where tho houses wero 
pure white, they gavo en extremely 
rich blue reflection of many different 
tJiades. 
Tho great extent o£ these 


periods of darkness is difficult to' ex- 
plain. Thus tho ono of 17SIJ act only 
spread over Europe, bnt tho greate 
part of Northern Africa. 
Accordm 


Lnmanon, it .spread over tho countrj 
ivilh considerable rapidity. 
It, wa 


noticed iirst at Copenhagen on Ma) 
2<klr. at La Rochclle Juno Cth. going 
rapidly south, reaching Kome ten day 
laler, and;oaining ajreign of tcrro 
among tin; ignorant poor. 
It reachc« 


(ienr-\a on the 17th, Paris the follow 
ing day, and by the last of thomontl 
liad been noticed at Moscow. Syri 
and even in America. That it wa. 
not a low-h"ing
